In the -two 
West Side buildings, the same conditions obtain. 


10th—The Fourth Ward school building contains no. toilets, or sanitary 


fixtures whatever. The Fourth Warcl building, the Fourth street building and 
the Seventh street building, West, Side, are .the .least modern of our buildings 
and we deem them unsiiited fbr.a^ school'system in a city like Connellsville. 


Tho above states a condition, that has grown lip during a period of years. 
The present Board believes.it is' doing its duty in acquainting the public with 
the facts, and in asking the people ¥bw the present condition shall be over- 
come and how similar conditions .shall be prevented in the future.
